An Bddlnffton man wan fatally 
Injured early last evening while 
croaalng Old Route 13. south of MIU 
street. It was the first fatal acci­ 
dent In Bristol due to motor vehicles 
within three years. 
The victim. Richard Clark, aged 
about OO, was crossing Old Route 
IS near the Kenray Sign paint shop 
when he was struck by a truck of 
John J. Fella Co. Inc. of Philadel­ 
phia. The truck driver was John 
ZoheJ, 09, OSSO N. Howard street. 
Philadelphia. 
The accident occurred at about 
l.4 t and Clark taken to the Harrt- 
man Hospital by the Rucks County 
Rescue Squad, was pronounced dead 
upon arrival. He had a fractured 
ahull, according to the physician. He 
was terribly bruised about the head 
and Dice.

lent Township. The card was a cer­
